The argument that the claimed invention produces a useful, concrete and tangible result is 
not persuasive. For example, the limitations "visually analyzing changes in the sub-model 
includes analyzing changes in the size of at least one data entity" does not disclose how this is 
useful or tangible, and it is not concrete. 

The argument that Rappaport et al. does not teach a method and related system for 
analyzing a sub-model of a full system is not persuasive. Rappaport et al. discloses a sub-model 
of data entities for defining a room or floor plan in a building for visualizing communication 
system performance.
